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The  earnings  of  your  Company  were  curtailed  by  lack  of 
sufficient  equipment.  Arrangements  were  therefore  made  in  the 
Spring  of  19 lo  for  the  manufacture  and  use  of  2,000  additional 
fifty-ton  steel  coal  cars,  33  locomotives  and  37  cabooses.  Delivery 
of  this  equipment  began  in  July,  19 10,  and  approximately  1,800 
of  these  new  coal  cars,  all  of  the  new  locomotives,  and  all  of  the 
new  cabooses  have  been  received  at  this  date,  and  are  in  service, 
and  the  gross  receipts  of  your  Company  during  the  months 
of  July,  August,  September  and  October  have  approximately 
doubled  those  of  the  corresponding  months  of  1909. 

BRANCHES  AND  EXTENSIONS. 

During  the  past  year  the  Winding  Gulf  Branch  of  your  Rail- 
way extending  from  Mullens  on  the  main  line  in  Wyoming 
County  to  Pemberton  in  Raleigh  County,  West  Virginia,  with  a 
spur  known  as  the  Upper  Winding  Gulf  Branch  to  Winding  Gulf, 
has  been  completed,  aggregating  25.79  miles  of  main  track,  and 
this  increase  in  operated  mileage  took  effect  as  of  July  ist,  19 10. 
Nine  new  coal  operations  have  been  started  on  this  branch.  At 
Pemberton  connection  is  made  with  the  Raleigh  &  Southwestern 
Railway,  upon  which  are  located  seven  coal  operations,  from  some 
of  which  your  Company  is  now  receiving  coal  for  transportation 
to  tidewater. 

The  White  Oak  Railway  Company  has  built  an  extension  of 
its  line  to  connect  with  your  railway  at  Bishop,  in  Fayette 
County,  West  Virginia.  There  are  six  coal  mines  on  the  White 
Oak  Railway  in  active  operation,  which  since  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  have  been  shipping  coal  to  tidewater  over  your 
railway  via  Bishop,  and  a  satisfactory  tonnage  is  now  being 
received  from  this  source.  Additional  existing  coal  mines  will 
be  connected  with  the  White  Oak  Railway's  tracks  in  the  near 
future,  which  will  result  in  additional  tonnage  for  your  Company. 

The  Kanawha,  Glen  Jean  &  Eastern  Railroad  is  actively  en- 
gaged in  extending  its  road  to  connect  with  your  railway  at  the 
station  of  Pax  on  your  main  line  in  Fayette  County,  West  Vir- 
ginia, and  it  is  expected  that  the  connection  will  be  made  in 
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November,  1910.  On  the  Kanawha,  Glen  Jean  &  Eastern  Rail- 
road there  are  ten  developed  coal  mines  in  operation. 

There  are  five  developed  coal  mines  along  your  main  line  in 
Raleigh  and  Fayette  Counties  in  West  Virginia  now  giving  your 
railway  all  their  tonnage  ;  one  of  these  mines  seems  destined, 
owing  to  its  extensive  developments,  to  produce  from  3,000  to 
5,000  tons  of  coal  per  day. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  EQUIPMENT. 

The  equipment  of  your  Company  has  been  kept  in  good  order 
at  an  expenditure  of  $348,253.17.  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
the  following  percentage  of  equipment  was  undergoing  repairs  :

MAINTENANCE  OF  WAY  AND  STRUCTURES. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  was  $301 ,63 1 .58, 
or  approximately  $673  per  mile  of  road. 

Your  railway  went  on  an  operating  basis  July  ist,  1909,  but 
it  was  not  a  completed  property,  and  work  has  been  progressing 
towards  its  completion  as  rapidly  as  circumstances  seemed  to 
warrant  making  the  expenditures.

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REPAIR  SHOPS. 

At  Princeton,  West  Virginia,  a  part  of  a  comprehensive 
plan  for  general  repair  shops  of  the  road  has  been  completed,  as 
follows  : 

Main  stripping  and  repair  shop  with  temporary  quarters  in  same  for 
blacksmith  shop,  69^  x  246^,  containing  necessary  tools  and  appli- 
ances with  a  ten  ton  overhead  traveling  crane. 

Annex  for  same,  65^  x  65^,  containing  stripping  pits  and  an  80  ton  hoist. 

Storehouse,  52'  x  162'. 

Woodworking  shop  with  necessary  tools  and  appliances,  60^  x  146^. 
Blacksmiths'  Shop,  52^  x  162^,  which  is  being  used  temporarily  as  a 
Paint  Shop. 

Power  Station,  46^  x  67^,  in  which  has  been  installed  boilers,  engine, 
electric  generator  and  air  compressor. 

The  above  buildings  are  all  of  substantial,  modern  construc- 
tion with  concrete  foundations,  brick  walls',  steel  trusses  and 
pitch  and  gravel  roofs. 

ROUNDHOUSES. 

A  five  stall  roundhouse  has  been  constructed  at  Princeton 
and  five  stall  roundhouses  with  the  necessary  shop  annexes  and 
power  stations  are  under  construction  at  Victoria  and  Roanoke 
and  will  be  completed  and  in  use  before  the  end  of  the  year  1910. 
Suitable  turntables  for  the  heavy  power  used  on  your  road,  oper- 
ated electrically,  have  been  installed  at  division  terminal  points. 

PASSING  TRACKS. 

The  work  of  extending  existing  passing  tracks  and  construct- 
ing new  ones  to  hold  standard  So-car  trains  with  engine  and 
caboose  is  being  carried  on  at  various  stations  as  quickly  as  the 
requirements  demand. 

WATER  STATIONS. 

Standard  50,000  gallon  water  tanks  on  steel  substructures 
and  concrete  foundations  were  built  during  the  year  at  Singer, 
Herndon,  Elmore  and  Hotchkiss. 
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COALING  STATIONS. 

In  addition  to  the  coaling  stations  at  division  terminals, 
intermediate  coaling  stations  have  been  put  in  at  Seneca,  White- 
thorne  and  Klmore. 

FENCING. 

About  thirty-seven  lineal  track  miles  of  fencing  have  been 
constructed  during  the  year. 


BALLASTING. 

342,773  cubic  yards  of  crushed  rock  and  furnace  slag  ballast 
have  been  put  in  the  track  during  the  year.  Your  railway 
throughout  is  laid  with  85  pound  steel  rails  and  is  being  ballasted 
with  crushed  rock,  furnace  slag  being  used  for  the  first  lift  in 
some  cases. 

TERMINALS. 

It  was  the  policy  of  your  Company  during  its  construction 
period  to  acquire  ample  room  for  terminals  and  yards,  and  plans 
for  all  yards  and  terminals  have  been  made  on  a  large  scale  wdth 
the  view  of  putting  in  tracks  and  facilities  as  and  when  necessary 
in  such  a  manner  as  would  not  cause  work  once  done  to  be 
changed  or  abandoned  thereafter. 

When  your  Company  was  organized  it  was  realized  that  the 
growth  of  its  traffic  would  be  rapid  and  that  consequently  pro- 
visions must  be  made  for  adequate  terminal  facilities  at  tidewater 
and  The  Virginian  Terminal  Railway  Company  was  organized 
for  that  purpose.    Its  capital  stock  is  owned  by  your  Company.

The  Virginian  Terminal  Railway  Company  owns  a  tract  of 
land  having  a  frontage  of  3,200  feet  at  Sewall's  Point  on  Hamp- 
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ton  Roads  and  extending  inland  9,000  feet,  containing  approxi- 
mately 600  acres. 

It  is  estimated  that  this  water  frontage  is  sufficient  for  the 
building  of  seven  large  coal  or  merchandise  piers. 

One  coal  pier  is  built  and  its  capacity  and  economical  opera- 
tion have  been  satisfactorily  demonstrated  during  the  past  year. 

During  the  year  the  Norfolk  Terminal  Railway  Company  was 
organized  to  build,  upon  property  in  Norfolk  which  had  been 
acquired  by  your  Company,  a  passenger  station  and  office  building 
for  the  joint  use  of  the  Norfolk  &  Western  Railway,  the  Norfolk 
Southern  Railroad  and  your  Railway.  The  plans  for  the  building 
have  been  completed,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  station  will 
be  completed  some  time  in  1911.  Its  completion  will  give  your 
Company  the  necessary  passenger  and  General  Office  facilities 
in  the  City  of  Norfolk.

19,  1909,  of  their  late  President,  Mr.  Henry  H.  Rogers.  Your 
Company  owes  its  existence  to  the  mind  and  courage  of  Mr. 
Rogers,  whose  place  in  its  councils  can  never  be  adequately  filled. 

At  the  meeting  of  your  Board  of  Directors,  held  November 
ist,  1909,  Mr.  Edwin  S.  Marstou  was  elected  a  Director  in  place 
of  Mr.  H.  H.  Rogers  ;  Mr.  Walter  P.  Winsor  was  elected  a 
Director  in  place  of  Mr.  F.  C.  Uhlman,  resigned,  and  Mr.  Urban 
H.  Broughton  was  elected  President. 

The  certificate  of  Messrs.  Deloitte,  Plender,  Grififiths  &  Com- 
pany, independent  Auditors  appointed  to  audit  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Company,  is  attached  hereto.
